we have had since the cooton crop 
■nt f uie in early July. 
When we 
started in to condole with bim over 
The disaster to that crop, he inform­ 
ed us that he quit trying to raise cot­ 
ton several years ago. 
Instead of 
davin , to grow cotton to feed boll- 
wee vim, Mr. Faseler has built up a 
nice little herd of Jerseys that every 
vWo weeks bring him in a nice cheek 
for milk picked up at hi" door every 
morning by a truck on a milk route. 
The same truck delivers ice into his 
ice-box at 36c per hun ired pounds, 
md h° is thus enabled to preserve 
any surplus he may have until profit­ 
ably disposed of, either through sale 
or use on the farm. 
A flock of 200 
white Leghorns supply enough eggs 
for market to meet the family's cur 
rent needs at cash prices from the 
merchants and he runs no long-time 
store accounts to be paid by the fall 
cotton crop. 
His labors in the field 
are confined to growing feed crops 
for his stock and garden and orchard 
crops for his family use. 
Mr. Faseler 
told of this in a modest wa; and will 
probably 
be surprised 
at all 
this 
noise, but he is a man who has set 
the pace in what we of this section 
are going to have to do 
get away 
from dependence upon cotton— be­ 
fore our country will enjoy the pros­ 
perity of which its natural resources 
entitle us.

RED SQUILL BEST POISON FOR 
RATS, SAYS SPECIALIST. 


Nothing good can be said of rats. 
The Uuited, States Department of 
Agriculture estimates that on the 
average every ra t in 
the 
United 
States does damage amounting to 
fully $2 a year, and that there are at 
least as many rats as human beings in 
this country, altogether too many 
rats levying this tax on national pro­ 
duction. 
Their economic wasteful­ 
ness requires vigorous measures for 
their control. 
In addition to the physical damage 
rats do by destroying food and prop­ 
erty, the Bureau of Biological Sur­ 
vey points out that they are a serious 
menace to the health of the Nation. 
Bats are known to spread tricinosis 
and to carry bubonic plague and 
other diseases, either directly or by 
means of the fleas that live on them. 
It is not easy to kill rats. 
They 
aviod their natural enemies and they 
are careful and cautious. 
If their 
suspicidbs have been aroused they re­ 
fuse to eat many tempting bits of 
food containing rat poison. Poisons 
set for rats sometimes have killed 
other 
animals 
or children. 
Phos­ 
phorus is a menace, as it may set fire 
to buildings or field grasses. Arsenic 
and barium carbonate are dangerous 
to other animals. 
Thallium is par­ 
ticularly dangerous and it is costly, 
as the supply is limited. 
Red-squill powder, in the opinion 
of the Biological Survey, is, if prop­ 
erly used, one of the most satisfac­ 
tory ra t poisons now known. 
Cats, 
dogs and other animals usually re­ 
fuse to eat the material because it 
causes a tingling and irritation of 
the throat. It is full of small crystals 
of calcium oxalate. 
Rats pay no at 
tention to this feature. 
It poisons 
rats, but chickens can eat it without 
harm. 
It is a brown powder and can 
be mixed with the feed the rats ordi­ 
narily favor. 


TIME SOON HERE TO PLANT 
SMALL GRAIN PASTURES. 


Pointing out that oats, barley, rye 
and wheat are all valuable winter 
crops for livestock and poultry in 
most parts of Texas, as well as serv­ 
ing a very useful purpose as cover 
crops to hold available plant food 
in the soil, E. A. Miller, Extension 
Agronomist, suggests early sowing of 
these crops to get the most out of 
them. 
Experience 
has 
shown, 
he 
says, that small grains sowed by the 
middle of September furnish more 
grazing than crops seeded later. 
To get early pasture these crops 
may be drilled between cotton or 
corn or grain sorghum rows with a 
small grain drill, or may be broad­ 
cast and then covered by use of .* 
fine-tooth one-row cultivator, harrow 
or other scratcher. 
Seeding 
houkl 
he thick, at the rate of about OO 
pounds per acre, if grazing is de­ 
sired. 
When the crop is to be saved foi 
grain or hay as well, it is advisable. 
Mr. Miller states, to spray oat 
01 
barley 
seed 
with 
a 
formaldehyde 
solution at the rate of one p u t 
formaldehyde to ten gallons ot w 
to prevent smut. 
This amount vvi 
be enough to treat 
IO ’ ushels o< 
seed. After spraying, the steel -boul 
be shoveled over two (>r three turn 
placed in a pile arui covered with 
wagon sheet for several hours. 
It 
may be sowed without further div­ 
ing. 
Wheat smut is controlled by the 
copper carbonate 
treatment. 
The 
seed is placed in a tight containe r so 
arranged that it can he revolved on 
an axis. 
From two to three ounce - 
of powdered copper carbonate should 
h*e sprinkled on every bushel of seed 
and thoroughly mixed by revolving 
the container.

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A splendid editorial in the Dallas 
Craftsm an says: “The power of con­ 
trolling public credit cannot properly 
be delegated to private individuals.’’

The power over public credit can­ 
not be anywhere else so long as we 
continue under a private money sys­ 
tem.

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HOW TO SELECT STALK FOR 
NATIONAL COTTON SHOW. 


Ability, or at least indications of 
ability, to produce large amounts of 
a quality product, is the basis of 
award a t all agricultural fairs. 
This 
is true whether the entries are dairy 
cows, swine, chickens or field crops. 
Heavy production of quality cotton 
should be the ambition of all cotton 
growers. The One-Stalk Cotton Show 
to be held under the auspices of the 
Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Founda­ 
tion, and The national Fertilizer As­ 
sociation, in connection with the Miil- 
South Fair at Memphis, the South­ 
eastern Fair at Alanta, and the State 
Fair of Texas at Dallas, was inaug­ 
urated to stimulate interest in eco­ 
nomic production of better cotton. 
Prizes totalling several thousand dol­ 
lars are being offered. 
In judging the single stalks at the 
show, a score-eard which has been 
prepared bv some of the leading cot­ 
ton authorities in (he South will he 
used. 
This store-card has been care­ 
fully prepared iii order to give proper 
we ight to the various plant charac­ 
ters. 
Actual judging will be done by 
competent authorities from each sec­ 
tion. 
According to the score-card, a per­ 
fect plant would score IOO points to­ 
tal score. 
Since productivity of the 
cotton stalk is probably of greatest 
single 
importance, 
production, 
as 
measured by the amount of seed cot­ 
ton on the plant, is given a possible 
35 points. Thus heavily fruited stalks 
would secure a high rating under pro­ 
duction.

Of chemical 
methods for killing 
poison 
ivy, the department states: 
“ Common 
salt anc oils are easily 
obtained and fairly effective. 
If all 
the leaves can be reached by the 
solution, 
one

methods of killing the leaves and fine 
stems of poison ivy is to spray them 
. ith saturated salt solution.” 
an 
advantage of the spraying method is 
hat on - may avoid direct contact 
with the plant. 
The spray solution 
is prepared by adding about 3 pounds 
of common salt to a gallon of slightly 
soapy water. 
The first spraying is 
most effective if done not later than 
the end of June. 
As one spraying 
will 
not kill the main stems and 
roots, the plants should be sprayed 
again as soon as the new leaves are i 
about full grown. 
Sometimes three I 
or more sprayings are required. 
* 
Crank-case oil thinned with kero-' 
sene also is an effective spray; but 
care should be taken to keep the oil 
away from the bark of valuable trees. 
Ivy climbing on trees may be cut o ff 
above the ground, and new plants
